Farm at 1 P. M. for the purpose of a Public Hearing on 
the Budget. | 


Vice-Chairman Clinton W. Elwell, presiding in the 
absence of Chairman Corson, called the Hearing to order 
and the Clerk then called the roli and indicated the 
presence of a quorum. Those present were as follows.

Also present were the County Commissioners, Marston, 
Currier and Foss, and other county officials to explain 
items in the budget pertaining to their departments. 


The budget for 1949 and 1950, as estimated by the 
County Commissioners was presented to about fifty 
people including twenty-three members of the delega- 
tion. 

Mr. Richard H. Dickinson of Stratham asked questions 
as to the considerable increase in relief for the Ports- 
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mouth District, and asked an explanation of the reason; 
questions from Mr. Dickinson to the other county dis- 
tricts Commissioners brought out the facts, that for 
the last quarter of 1948, there had been no increase in 
either the Exeter or Derry Districts, but a large increase 
in the Portsmouth District. 


Also spoke about possibility of obtaining funds other 
than from property taxes to help meet relief and other 
extraordinary expenses of County Government. 


Also asked explanation of County Solicitor as to the 
great increase in costs for neglected children, what was 
being done by courts to make parents at least partially 
support their own children. 


Mr. Boynton stated that every effort was being made 
by his office to bring pressure to force payments by 
parents concerned, and -also explained his budget on 
county clerical expense. 


Mr. Purrington explained the budget for the Extension 
Service and answered questions. 


Commissioners Foss, Marston and Currier explained 
various items in their budget, and answered questions 
in detail. 


Sheriff Frink explained items in his budget as to Court 
Costs and other expenses of his department. 


Rep. Richards raised question of safety of chimney 
at County Farm, and was assured by Supt. Hilton that 
same was now in good condition and former danger 
eliminated. 


Supt. Hilton also explained various items in budget 
pertaining to County Farm and Hospital operation. 


John Green answered questions about his office and 
explained operations of the Registry, increased book- 
binding costs, etc. 
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Representatives Scammon, Foote, Colcord, Dondero, 
Underwood, Durrell, Laraba, all spoke briefly and asked 
questions pertaining to budget, and possible reductions 
in some items. 


Mr. Dickinson asked that in the future, when there 
was danger of exceeding the budget, that it would be ad- 
visable to abide by the law, and notify the Delegation, 
with a request for action, several members agreed that 
this was the proper procedure.

The meeting was called to order by Rep. Corson, 
Chairman of the Delegation. A roll call showed 39 mem- 
bers present. 
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Chairman Corson announced House Bill No. 80 was 
up for consideration and anyone wishing to speak for or 
against bill would be heard at this time. | 


Rep. Scammon of Stratham, sponsor of bill, spoke in 
favor of the bill. Rep. Scammon read a letter from 
Arthur J. Call, Jr., Clerk of the Superior Court, ex- 
plaining the costs of the jurors. He also spoke of cost 
of running Portsmouth Court House, from 1944 to 1948, 
as listed in Commissioner’s report. 


Speaking against the Bill were: 


Judge Jeremy Waldron, County Solicitor, Wyman 
Boynton, Mr. Ray Berkitt, Attorney, Mr. Harold Smith, 
Attorney, Andrew Jarvis, Portsmouth Businessman, 
James B. Smith representing Portsmouth Chamber of 
Commerce, and Robert Whalen of Portsmouth. 


Also communications from Charles M. Dale, John P. 
Loughlin of Loughlin Bottling Co., Portsmouth, were 
read opposing the bill. A telegram from Edgar A. Blan- 
chard, Attorney, was also read. The Chairman explained 
there would be a sub-committee appointed and a meeting 
held in Exeter and Portsmouth. No one else appearing 
for or against the bill at this time, the hearing adjourned. 


An executive session was immediately called by the 
Chairman and a quorum being present the following 
business was transacted.

ness. Said committee is instructed to include in its report 
recommendations on the future needs of the county for 
office space and space for county records. Said committee 
is also instructed to secure the service of a competent 
construction engineer to determine the state of repair of 
both court-houses and the cost of placing both buildings 
in first class condition. The expenses and fee of such 
engineer shall be included in the budget. Said committee 
may hold public hearings upon any of the above questions, 
if it so desires. 


It was moved that the resolution be accepted and 
recommendations adopted; and it was so voted.

The Executive Committee of the Rockingham County 
Convention acting as the Budget Committee met at 
9:45 A. M. on March 25, 1949 as duly advertised. 


The meeting was called to order by Chairman Par- 
menter with the following members present: Corson, 
Richards, Weeks, Parmenter, Graves, Haigh, Laraba, 
Leary, Fecteau, Dondero. And Commissioners Foss, Cur- 
rier and Marston, and Mr. Purrington, Mr. Frink, Mr. 
Call, Mr. Boynton. Also present was Chairman Harold 
Corson of the Rockingham County Convention and in- 
dividuals prepared to explain the needs of their respect- 
ive departments, as indicated in the mimeographed 
Budget Requests recently distributed by the County 
Commissioners. 


Consideration of Budget Requests was as follows: 


Item 18. Sheriff, Radio and Office Supplies. Sheriff 
Frink requested amount for repairs on radio and he 
said that according to Edgar Hoover crime was on the 
increase. Mr. Frink explained the mileage. When they 
had one prisoner it was $.20 a mile, 2 prisoners $.30 a 
mile, 3 or more $.35 per mile. Mr. Corson and Mrs. Rich- 
ards asked questions on mileage and questions on special 
deputies. He stressed the likelihood of a murder trial, 
and if so it would perhaps cost from $5,000 to $8,000 more 
than his budget now stands. Commissioner Foss ex- 
plained that Judge Goodnow and Judge Lorimer in 1945 
granted the right for bound over prisoners to use the 
Hillsboro County Jail until such time as our county jail 
can be made usable. 


The Clerk of Court, Mr. Call, indicated $45,000 needed, 
and if there should be a murder trial, more money will 
be needed. 


Item The County Solicitor explained the inclusion 
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under County Clerical of $780 to pay one half of the 
salary of one clerical worker, also re: Medical Referee 
Acct. Sum is needed. He has had several autopsies already 
each costs $125 or more. He explains his expense items 
of 1947 — $671.42 and in 1948 — $755.15. 


Rockingham County Extension Service: County Agent 
Purrington explains spendings and Mr. George Bassett 
of the Organization explains reason for needs. 


Photostatic Machine. Mr. Pearson of the Photostat 
Corporation of Rochester, N. Y., presented facts regard- 
ing his machine as did also Mr. Meeks of the Haloid Co., 
Rochester, N. Y., who explained the Daylight Rectograph. 
The Photostat was $8,600 and the Rectrograph was 
$5,169.50, delivered price. The cost of preparation of 
coal bin at Records Building in Exeter for reception of 
machine plus cost of installation estimated between 
$1,300 and $1,500. 


Board and Care of Children. $48,000 requested. Com- 
missioner Foss stated 140 children at present. Against 
108 children a year ago. This indicates a need for increase 
to $51,000. 


Old Age Assistance. The cost of Old Age Assistance 
has increased. Comm. Foss explains that $10,000 is 
needed. 


Exeter Court House and Exeter Records Building: Mr. 
Foss explained overages were due to emergency repairs 
and unanticipated demands and Judges clock, ete. stated 
sums requested appear ample. 


Employees Retirement System: $5,000 is requested. 


Portsmouth Court House. Mr. Marston explained some 
of the over-spending in 1948 was due to a ladies’ room 
for the women jurors. 


County Home and Hospital: Supt. Hilton explained 
needs. Balance unexpended ’48 Budget gone back into 
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General Fund. (County Treasurer’s Statement). Emer- 
gency expenditures on building housing hens involves 
$5,700. This with recent putting of nurses on 8-hour day 
involving about $5,000 increase in payroll increases 
budget to $100,000.00. Rates discussed. 


Commissioner Foss spoke of the need of a Sprinkler 
System in the infirmary at a cost of $8,000. 


Regarding Exeter Court House Mr. Foss explained 
it would be an estimated cost of $50,314 for changes 
in the various offices. 


Question was raised as to whether balance remaining 
in Power Plant Construction fund could be used for 
purposes other than for which raised. Supt. Hilton 
indicated sum is needed for purposes originally involved. 


Supterintendent and Mrs. Hilton served a very de- 
licious dinner during the lunch hour.

Payette 
that in the future all items in the budget be itemized 
and that all items over twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000.00) be iltemized to the penny, and it was so 
voted. 


Item No. 26 relating to “Share of support of County 
Forestry Agent” through the Cooperative Extension 
Service was discussed by Rep. Scammon and general 
discussion ensued. It was moved by Rep. Weeks, seconded 
by Rep. Fecteau that the amount of one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) be allowed for the Forestry Department of 
the County Extension Service, and it was so voted, leav- 
ing the total budget for this item of ($12,548.16) for 
the Cooperative Extension Service. 


Commissioner Foss was called into the meeting to 
answer questions, and he assured the Delegation “That 
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all purchases by the Commissioners, and work done 
under them, would be put out to public bid.” 


It was moved by Rep. Scammon, seconded by Rep. 
Rathbone, that the total budget of four hundred five 
thousand, seven hundred twenty dollars and five cents, be 
adopted and it was so voted. 


A brief report was presented by Rep. Elwell on House 
Bill No. 80, and discussion ensued. No action was taken. 


It was unanimously voted by the Delegation “That 
the Chairman draw a bill to take care of the County 
Commissioners’ salary for the next two years, 1949-1950.” 


A rising vote of thanks was given the Budget Com- 
mittee for the work on the budget. This was on motion 
of Rep. Rathbone. 


Rep. Dondero suggested that. the members of the 
Delegation visit the County Farm at regular intervals, 
as done by past delegations. 


Voted to adjourn, subject to call of the Chair.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


As required by Statute, the Board of Rockingham 
County Commissioners herewith present their Annual 
Report and also the required Annual Reports of the 
several other County Officers. 


Respecting the appropriated budget for 1949, a bal- 
ance of $15,899.83, remained at year end. 


While expenditures for Direct Relief followed ex- 
pected trends, the substantial worsening of employment 
conditions particularly in the Portsmouth area resulted 
in heavy requests for aid during the last quarter and 
the outlook for at least the first quarter of 1950, is not 
encouraging. 


Board and Care of Children of which the average 
number cared for is 139, during the year, continues to 
require very substantial sums. 


The variation of costs of Old Age Assistance was 
little, due to workings of the settlement law. 


The number cared for at the County Home at Brent- 
wood, varied little from last year there being a daily 
average of about 100 inmates, patients and boarders 
and at the House of Correction a daily average of about 
thirty. 


A much needed sprinkler system was installed through- 
out the Infirmary, adding greatly to the security of this 
building, one which is very heavily populated with 
patients. 


Completion of the replacement where necessary of all 
old water and steam lines and covering of same was 
effected during the year, and its effectiveness has been 
most favorably reflected in fuel savings. 
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On the Farm side, the milk room was completely 
renovated and brought to a state agreeable to the 
regulations of the State Department of Health. 


With a herd including young stock, totalling 85, with 
34 cows milking at present, milk is sold to Wason- Mac- 
Donald Co., of Haverhill. A flock of 260 hens provides 
eggs for the Institution. 


The Mitchell Memorial Hospital continues to operate 
with use of only the first floor due to scarcity of required 
personnel, while the County Jail at Portsmouth remains 
closed as good procedure since the small average prisoner 
needs for such an Institution are satisfied by our board- 
ing prisoners at Hillsborough County Jail, at Manches- 
ter, for $1.25, per day, plus of course cost of travel to 
and from that City. Study respecting State-wide con- 
solidation of County Jails is still in process. 


To all employees of the County, officials of the towns 
and City of Portsmouth who have aided us in the ad- 
ministration of County affairs, to the physicians of the 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital and Infirmary and to all 
individuals, clubs and organizations who have kindly 
contributed to the welfare and happiness of the inmates 
of our Institution, we are very grateful.

Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


An examination was made of all orders issued by 
the Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior Court 
during the periods under review. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were likewise examined and the classifica- 
tion of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1948, is indicated in Exhibit 
M. 
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Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Rockingham County were ex- 
amined. Court receipts were checked by source, insofar 
as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court 
orders by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers 
and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. | 


County Home and Hospital 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Home and the Mitchell Memorial Hospital were 
examined. Receipts of the Home and Hospital were 
checked by source through the triplicate receipt forms. 
All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were properly 
accounted for by the Superintendent through deposits in 
the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Institutions for the Years 1947 and 1948 are 
presented in Exhibits F and N, respectively. 


Bonded Indebtedness 


The bonded debt of the County, as of December 31, 
1948, amounted to $166,000.00. A statement of bonded 
indebtedness showing annual maturities of principal 
and interest, is included in Exhibit Q. 


General Comments 
County Budgets: 

The regular county budget form provides columns 
for “estimated expenditures” and “estimated revenue.” 
The difference between the “estimated expenditures”’ 
(appropriations) and the “estimated revenue” deter- 
mines the amount of the county tax. 

In Rockingham County, however, the standard budget 
procedure is not followed. Appropriations are made on 
a net rather than a gross basis and estimated revenue 
is not considered in the budget. Instead, revenues are 
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credited to appropriations. As an example, the 1948 
appropriation for ‘‘county home, hospital and jail’ was 
$100,000.00. The expenditure chargeable to this appro- 
priation amounted to $190,170.14. The difference between 
the amount expended and the amount appropriated, how- 
ever, was offset by income from the institutions which 
amounted to $96,418.87 and which was credited to the 
appropriation. 

We believe that the appropriation items as set forth 
in the budget should represent the actual amounts re- 
quired for the various functions of county government 
and that estimated revenue should be deducted from 
total estimated expenditures in determining the amount 
of county tax. 

The appropriations as voted by the county delegation 
represent their authorization for the county officials to 
spend certain definite amounts. Therefore, it is essential 
that such appropriations represent the actual gross re- 
quirements of county government as heretofore stated. 

It was also noted that appropriations for “previous 
year’s deficits’”” have been made on the basis of the net 
overdraft of appropriations rather than on the basis of 
a current cash deficit as indicated by the balance sheet. 
To illustrate: 

In the 1948 budget there was included the following 
appropriation: 

“Overdraft of 1947 Budget $34,585.53” 

‘The current cash deficit which existed at the close 
of the year 1947, and which should have been provided 
for in the 1948 budget, amounted to $18,495.56. This 
was determined as follows: 

Current Liabilities - including accounts 

payable & unexpended balances of 

special appropriations $74,534.02 
Less: Cash Balance 56,038.46 


Current Cash Deficit $18,495.56 
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Likewise in the 1949 budget there is included an 
appropriation of $13,844.60 “to cover 1948 overdraft.” 


Actually this appropriation was not necessary inas- 
much as the balance sheet of December 31, 1948, indi- 
cates a current cash surplus on that date as follows: 


Cash Balance $20,327.81 
Less: Current Liabilities - including 

accounts payable & unexpended bal- 

ances of special appropriations 16,977.82

Competitive Bidding: 

Chapter 47, Section 8, of the Revised Laws, which re- 
lates to competitive bidding, has been amended by the 
passage of House Bill 380 by the present legislature. This 
Act, which became effective as of the date of its passage 
—April 27, 1949—provides as follows: 


“Any purchase of equipment or materials made by 
a county in an amount exceeding three hundred 
dollars shall be by competitive bidding, provided 
that the county commissioners by unanimous vote 
may waive the provisions for such bidding. In case 
the commissioners so vote a copy of such action 
shall be recorded in their offices with a statement 
of the reasons therefor and such record shall be 
open to public inspection. Orders for equipment or 
material to be delivered at different times where the 
single delivery may be less than three hundred 
dollars but the total order exceeds that amount 
shall be construed as coming within the provisions 
hereof requiring competitive bidding.” 


We believe that the intent of the law is to require 
competitive bidding in each specific instance where the 
purchase exceeds three hundred dollars in amount or an 
explantion as to why bids were not obtained. It is there- 
fore recommended that this procedure be followed and 
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that all bids submitted or waivers issued in place thereof 
be kept on file in a loose-leaf binder. 


Special Bond Fund: 

The interest received on the balance of the bond fund, 
which is deposited in a special account, should be credited 
to the special bond fund rather than to general revenue. 
We have so treated it in Exhibit I — statement of 
appropriations and expenditures. Therefore, the amount 
carried forward to 1949, $13,796.84, which is shown as 
an appropriation liability in our balance sheet of Decem- 
ber 31, 1948 (Exhibit R) is slightly more than the 
amount of $13,688.81 as indicated by the county records. 


Conclusion: 

The accounts and records of all county officials which 
“were examined were found in good condition and the 
accounting procedure, with exceptions as noted, con- 
formed to the standard procedure prescribed by this 
Division. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
essential features should be published in the next 
annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety but the publication of 
Exhibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of the members of this 
Division is hereby expressed to the officials of Rocking- 
ham County and the office staff for the assistance 
rendered during the course of the audit.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 
County of Rockingham: 


A year ago in my annual report I called attention to the 
fact that the year 1948, was probably, the busiest year 
the Sheriff’s Department in Rockingham county had 
ever had, but in the year 1949, we had sixty-two more 
cases that we had to investigate, than was the case in 
1948, so it is quite evident with our increasing population, 
that we can expect even more crime. During the past year 
crime has been of a different nature. A year ago we had 
almost every kind of crime including a murder, whereas 
in the past year a larger percentage of our crime has been 
breaking, entering and larceny and sex crimes. 


For the second year in succession Juvenile crime has 
shown a decline in this County. I am particularly pleased 
to be able to report this, because in a large percentage of 
the country the trend has showed the opposite to be true. 
It seems that our educational plan which we have spon- 
sored and advocated for the past eight years is surely 
bearing results among our youngsters. 


We have found that a large percentage of our chronic 
criminals have been among those who started out on 
their rampage of crime when they were Juveniles and if 
they can be guided right until they are eighteen years old 
you do not have to worry about too many of them after 
they have reached that age. 


We are pleased to state that in all departments that 
come under the “Sheriff’s department”’ we have expend- 
ed less than that which was appropriated for their use. 
Owing to a mistake which was made by a bookkeeper in 
making out an order to the County Treasurer, a check 
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was issued for two hundred seventy nine dollars and eight 
cents more than it should have been. As soon as this check 
was received it was called to the attention of the treas- 
urer and the county was reimbursed for this amount. Al- 
though the check was paid in to the treasurer before 
January 1, 1950 the books had already been closed for 
the audit. Therefore the total cost of Deputies and Sher- 
iffs’ salaries and expenses were some over Two Hundred 
and thirty three dollars less than what was appropriated, 
besides quite a large amount of that was turned over in 
the line of fees and costs to the Court, which are charged 
up to the sheriffs as expenses, but they are not given the 
credits for the fines and costs which are turned over to 
the Courts through their efforts. 

- Although the number of prisoners kept at the Hills- 
borough County jail has been larger than a year ago, by 
the quick use of the waiver system we have been able 
to keep the cost of boarding the prisoners down to Two 
Thousand three hundred and ninety seven dollars and 
forty three cents, or some over six hundred dollars less 
than the three thousand dollars which was appropriated. 


We had an unexpended balance of some of Over One 
Hundred and fifty five dollars on our appropriation for 
radio and office equipment left and our Superior Court 
appropriation was not used by some over Four Thousand 
dollars. : 

In my last report I went to detail at quite some 
length in regard to the jail at Portsmouth and the two 
Court houses. One in Exeter and the other in Portsmouth. 
I feel just the same about these two important matters 
today and anyone can read my report of last year re- 
garding this subject. May I state at this time that a spec- 
ial committee was appointed by the Legislature after I 
made my report, and that they are ready to report back to 
‘the Legislature almost to a word what my report was to 
you a year ago. ~ |

Our County Solicitor Wyman P. Boynton has just re- 
signed that office, due to the pressure of his own business 
and the tremendous amount of County business that he 
has had to handle as Solicitor. We are sorry to have him 
leave us at this time as he has always been ready at any 
time to give us advice and assistance. I want to assure 
him that my deputies as well as myself do appreciate 
everything that he has done to help us over the past 
three years. 


Our Superior Court Judges have just appointed Lindsey

I have lost one of my active Deputies during the past 
year to the City of Portsmouth, William J. Linchey who 
has become City Marshall. We all congratulate him in his 
new position and we will all be glad to co-operate with him 
in law enforcement for a better County of live in. 


We deeply regret the death of George B. Stevens of 
Kingston. The department has lost a most honorable 
member and his fairness and honesty to all, will long be 
remembered by his host of friends and associates. 


Our Spring session of Superior Court at Portsmouth 
was presided over by Associate Justice John H. Leahy 
and the October session was taken over by Associate Jus- 
tice Stephen M. Wheeler. I am pleased to inform you that 
a large part of the docket has been disposed of and that 
we are now working on some of the 1948 entries at the — 
present time. It has been a pleasure to work with both 
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of these judges and the jury members representing the 
various communities. 


Our County Commissioners have done everything pos- 
sible to make our duties in the Court-room pleasant and 
comfortable and we wish to thank them along with other 
County officers for their help and co-operation all along 
the line. We have enjoyed the best of co-operation with 
our Probation officers, Mr. Philip Caswell and Mr. Don- 
ald Sweeney and our Clerk of Court Mr. Arthur Call, Jr. 
Supt. and Mrs. George Hilton have been most considerate 
of the many persons and cases which we have had to 
place in the County Home during the year. 


In conclusion we appreciate the efforts and assistance 
accorded to us by our Municipal Court Judges, our Police 
Chiefs and former City Marshall Hewitt of Portsmouth.

Again may I state 
that the services of my department are available to all 
within our county at any time, whenever and wherever 
you may need them.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


During the year 1949 there was a slight reduction in 
the total number of criminal offenders within the county, 
but with it there was somewhat of an increase in repeat- 
ers, Which was evidenced by a slight increase in the num- 
ber whom it was necessary to incarcerate in various in- 
stitutions. 


The summary also discloses an increase in the fish and 
game violations, nine of the ten being lobster cases, and 
all but one ultimately resulting in convictions by plea or 
trial; on the other one a jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty. 


The total number of motor vehicle offenses remained 
about the same, but there was a large reduction in the 
number of appeals from convictions in the municipal 
courts on charges of operating a motor vehicle while un- 
der the influence of intoxicating liquor. This is probably 
due, in part, to the policy of this office to try all such ap- 
peals, and in part of the increased use of scientific tests 
to determine the alcohol content of blood. The use of these 
tests will probably be greatly increased in the near future 
since their use in evidence has been upheld by the Su- 
preme Court of this State in the case of State v. Clyde 
Sturtevant, which was argued by your solicitor in the 
Supreme Court in December. Five of these cases were 
tried during the year resulting in verdicts of guilty in two 
instances; not guilty in two, and one disagreement. 


There was a great increase in work done in municipal 
courts during the year, particularly with respect to juven- 
ile offenses, domestic relations troubles including non- 
support, and the suppression of gambling. The police of 
the State, County and of the individual communities have 
co-operated to the fullest extent in this last endeavor, and 
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it has resulted in a large number of convictions in the 
lower courts. These convictions have been followed by 
libels against the equipment seized in all instances, and 
temporary injunctions against the places resorted to for 
gambling. These procedures have very noticeably reduced 
gambling within the county. 


The county commissioners and other welfare agencies 
have referred many cases of failure to support families 
especially younger children, to this office, in cases in 
which it has been necessary to furnish aid. Many of the 
resulting prosecutions have resulted in the offender re- 
suming the support of the family, thus taking it off the 
relief rolls. 


The volume of business currently handled by the Su- 
perior Court of our County is larger than is generally re- 
alized, and imposes a tremendous burden on the presiding 
justice in his endeavor to keep the docket from falling 
further behind. This matter is one which should be in- 
vestigated by the County Convention with a view toward 
lengthening the present terms of court, as well as provid- 
ing an additional justice for the superior court. 


In the course of the duties of this office it is necessary 
to appear in all of the eleven municipal courts within this 
county. In all of them one is met with unfailing courtesy 
and a sense of duty to see that justice is done that is 
typical of the highest ideals of a true democracy. These 
characteristics together with the very real ability present 
in those individuals, are something of which all residents 
of the county may well be proud, and which have made 
your Solicitor’s trips to those various courts most pleas- 
ant experiences regardless of the outcome of the partic- 
ular matter in hand. 


Your Solicitor wishes to express his appreciation to the 
Attorney General and his assistants, to the Sheriff and 
his Deputies, the State Police and the various Chiefs of 
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Police in the County for the able manner in which they 
have conducted their investigations during the past year, 
and to the various state departments, particularly the 
Fish and Game Department, Probation Department and 
Department of Public Welfare, all of which have unfail- 
ingly extended their co-operation at all times. 


The untimely passing of Judge Jeremy R. Waldron, 
with whom your Solicitor had been associated in the prac- 
tice of Law since 1936 was a great blow personally as weil 
as to the people of the City of Portsmouth and to our 
County and State. Mr. Waldron was County Solicitor prior 
to becoming Attorney General in 1925, and from his vast 
experience he could and did give friendly aid and counsel, 
which were of the greatest assistance at all times. The 
attempt of your Solicitor to continue in his office and to 
attend to his private practice has resulted, during the 
past few months, in doing justice to neither. Consequent- 
ly your Solicitor has tendered his resignation to the Su- 
perior Court, to take effect at such time as the court con- 
siders proper. 


Your Solicitor wishes to thank the people of the Coun- 
ty for the opportunity to be of service, and for the many 
courtesies they have extended during the past three 
years. The many friendships which were formed during 
that period will long be cherished.

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Under 1949 Projects: 


The rural communities concentrated their interest 
and efforts on: 


1. Food: Consumer education in shopping for meat 
with a tour of stores, newer discoveries in the field of 
health, new varieties of vegetables, food marketing pro- 
gram and abundant foods, food preservation in freezing 
and canning, and meal planning. 


2. Clothing: Dress making, mending knitwear, sewing 
machine clinic and the use of attachments, tailoring, new 
fabrics and their care, pattern alteration and fitting, 
and gift suggestion worshops. 


3. Home Management: Upholstery, floors and floor 
finishes, interior decoration series, slip covering, reseat- 
ing, good lighting principles, and lampshade construction, 
kitchen planning and storage improvement, slick tricks 
in cleaning, and Christmas decorations. 


4A. Health: Sewing for the Field Army of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society. 


Local leaders conducted the projects on Meal Planning, 
Sewing for the Field Army, Mending Knitwear, Gift 
Suggestion Workshops, Interior Decoration Series, Lamp- 
shade Construction, Reseating, and Drapery Construc- 
tion. This past year, local leaders were more active than 
groups. 


The aim of the Extension Service is to have each 
organized Home Demonstration group participate in at 
least one activity in each field of food, clothing, and 
Home Management through teaching by local leaders, 
who have attended district training schools. This pro- 
cedure makes it possible for the Home Demonstration 
Agent to organize and promote the organization of 
groups new to Extension Work. It takes considerable 
time to develop a program for such new groups. Each 
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year sees the growth of more Home Demonstration 
groups meeting on a monthly basis. 


There is a Rockingham County Home Demonstration 
Advisory Council, which met four times during the year. 
The members consider policies for Home Demonstration 
Work. This year the council was expanded to fourteen 
members by dividing the county into four districts. This 
past year, meetings for Home Demonstration Chairmen 
and Secretaries were held for the first time to consider 
administrative policies in operating local groups. Al- 
together, about 175 different voluntary, local leaders 
have assisted with the program this year. 


In 1949 many methods of reaching people were tried: 
meetings, demonstrations, talks, exhibits, news articles, 
monthly circular letters, correspondence, office and tele- 
phone calls, tours, home visits, radio, and bulletins. For 
1950, the Home Demonstration program will emphasize 
Mix-It and Make-It Desserts and Quickbreads, Vegetable 
Fashions, Sewing Shortcuts and up-to-the Minute Meth- 
ods, Tailoring, Dressmaking, Consumer Education on 
buying Clothing, Gift Suggestion Workshop, Shopping 
for Furniture and Furnishing, Color and Lighting for 
Gracious Living, and Home Furnishing Workshops on 
Upholstery, Slip Covering and Reseating Chairs, and 
Braided Rug Construction. 


Any individual or group of ten or more homemakers 
can participate in Home Demonstration activities. Em- 
phasis will be on “learning by doing.’ Contact your 
County Home Demonstration Agent, Extension Service 
Office, 61 Water Street, Exeter, N. H. 
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ROCKINGHAM COUNTY 4-H CLUB WORK, 1949

Since 1915 Club work in Rockingham County has 
interested an increasing number of Youths between the 
ages of 9 and 21. 


In 1949 there were 519 Boys and 847 Girls enrolled 
in 4-H projects. The 1,366 members belonged to 94 4-H 
and Youth Extension Clubs. 


There is a very fine group of 122 leaders in charge of 
the clubs. They held 1,218 meetings. The meetings are 
divided into three parts: business, educational programs, 
and recreation. Each club has its own officers and mem- 
bers learn to carry on the business of the club according 
to parliamentary law. The educational programs include 
demonstrations of improved practices pertaining to the 
projects taken by members of the club, health and safety, 
nature hikes, historical programs, judging practice, etc. 


Project accomplishments done by the girls in 1949: 
618 in Clothing made 843 garments and 1,395 other 
articles. 
286 in Foods Propects prepared 5,077 meals and 
19,116 dishes. 
63 in Child Care spent 9,893 hours caring for small 
children.

The popular projects are Clothing and Food for girls 

and Shop and Garden for Boys. 


Activities and Contests: — Judging 

Demonstrations and Exhibiting are used as teaching 
aids. Judging to teach selection and standards. Demon- 
strations to show improved methods and exhibiting to 
raise standards. 


County Camp: 195 different members attended the 
19th Annual 4-H Camp at Bear Hill Pond Camp in 
Allenstown, N. H., which is rented from the State For- 
estry Department. The campers pay $11.50 a week. This 
includes Camper Insurance, a physical examination by 
a doctor. This year 87 campers had their teeth cleaned 
and 4 fluorine treatments which were given by the State 
Dental Department. The fees paid by campers cover 
all costs of camp: rent, food, paid staff; including busi- 
ness manager; camp and waterfront director, cook, 2 
kitchen boys and a registered nurse. 


Except for 1948, when the camp was in the red, 
$200.00 and we asked for contributions from organiza- 
tions, it has been entirely self supporting.
